War Between These Sub- 


ordinates Will Involve 


Their Principals

Both seeking to extend their dom- 


ination farther into China, Russia and 
Japan have collided head-on at the 
border between Outer Mongolia and 
Manchukuo. 


Here thousands of Mongol and Mnn- 


chukuon troops with rifles, machine 
guns, tanks, artillery and airplanes 
have clashed in bloody conflict. Here 
each side is rushing reinforcements lo 
Ihe men already fighling, making the 
conflict more seriously hourly. 


Here efforts to define the boun- 


daries and slop the hundreds of "bor- 
der incidents1' have thus for failed. 
Here Dictator Stalin of Uussia has said 
to Japan, "No farther, or you fight 
us!" 


Here a vast territory of high pla- 


teaus and endless flat steppes, which 
has been a battleground since the days 
of Genghis Khan 700 years ago, bids 
f«ir to 4>e the battleground of topioi- 
row. 
Two vital, expanding nations have 


chosen prostrate China as n field in 
which to extend their influence. 


Japan has whittled away at North 


China, partly by actual military con- 
quest, partly by fomenting rebellion 
against Chinese authority and setting 
up "puppet states." 


Russia has ''bored from within" 


through afents who set up Soviet states 
Dial still war against Chinese nation- 
alism in the south, and by backing 
with its military might the Mongolian 
People's Republic, the independent 
Communist stale which seceded from 
North China. 


Backed By Moscow 


OUU.T Mongolia 
IK independent, so 


fjir as local government is concerned, 
but deals with the outside world 
through 
Moscow, which 
has 
also 


guaranteed 11 unlimited military back- 
ing.Manchukuo, though it is nominally 
ruled by Pu Yi, legitimate heir of the 
old Manchu dynasty, its former rulers, 
has litllc independence of Japan even 
in local mailers. But for purposes of 
international conflict of interests, Out- 


Mongolia is Soviet Russia, and 


Manchukuo is Japan. 


Thus both Japan and Russia have 


cut slices of Chinese cake right up to 
the point where their knives now 
clash. 
/ 


Naturally, Stalin- is glad to see the 


spread of his system of government 
into adjoining territory. But thai is 
not the only reason he offers to de- 
fend with all Ihe Soviet might the half 
million seminomadic people of Outer 
Mongolia. 


This territory happens to adjoin Si- 


beria right at the point where the vi- 
tal 
Trans-Siberian 
railroad 
comes 


closest to Siberia's southern border. 
If Japan should move uvcn farther 
west and north than she has, taking 
over the Ontor Mongolian ntcppcs, she 
would bo too close for comfort. She 
would be in position to move north- 
ward quickly and cut the railroad, 
which is still the artery which keeps 
alive all of Russla-on-the-Pacific. 


Thus lacking ils blood-stream, all 


eastern Siberia might be so weakened 
a.s to lie at Japan's mercy in case of 
war. 


Follows Cziir's Policy 


Thai is why Stalin is .so determined 


not to lot Japan encroach farther into 
Outer Mongolia. Here he is merely 
following out old Czarist Russian pol- 
icies. When the Chinese monarchy 
fell in 1'JU. Czarist Russia helped Out- 
er Mongolia to split off from (he 
weakened China. 


When the Czur fell in Russia, China 


tried to yet the territory back, but 
Soviet troops were rushed in and 
drove oul the motley army of refu- 
gees, foreigners, and Chinese who had 
tried to recapture it. 


J:ipan insists lhat Manchukuo is an 


entirely legitimate and independent, 
slate. In the same way, .Russia agreed, 
in 192-1, that Oxilcr Mongolia belonged 
to China. 


But despite both those assertions, 


Manchukno does what Tokio says, and 
Outer Mongolia (iocs what Moscow 
says, Pu Yi, Manchukuo's "emperor." 
confers at every step with the Japa- 
nese government of Hirohito, just as 
Gfiulun, the "Stalin of Outer Mon- 
golia," yocs to Moscow to got his 
pointed suggestions from Stalin.

WASHINGTON — Officials of the 


American Federation of Labor, from 
President William Green down the 
line, have inaugurated plans designed 
to revive interest among labor unions 
in organization of cooperatives. 


Failure has dsgged the heels of the 


unions repeatedly in their past ef- 
forts in this direction. 
Cooperative 


undertakings—both for producers and 
consumers—have met with very little 
success. 


Two recent developments, however, 


have encouraged labor .officials to ex- 
periment again. 


The first is the department of agri- 


culture's active interest in encourag- 
ing organization of farmer coopera- 
tives to eliminate expenses in buying 
and selling. The A. F. of L. has re- 
ceived assurance from the department 
that consumers' cooperatives of work- 
ers can count upon its assistance in 
developing contacts with farmers. 


The second is that the bureau of 


labor statistics of the department of 
labor has completed a study of or- 
ganization and management of co- 
operatives, including a suggested con- 
stitution and by-laws. 


Idea Works In Europe 


With these two aids immediately at 


hand, labor officials think the time 
is ripe to attempt experiments again. 
In Great Britain, Ireland, Denmark, 
Sweden, Russia and Belgium the idea 
has proved generally successful, and 
the principles and methods, tested by 


egulars were recently sent from Tokio 
o back them up.

OverAir Safety 


Senate's Decision to Inves- 


tigate, May Shake Up 


U. S. Bureau

WASHINGTON.-The senate'* de- 


cision to explore the question of avia- 
tion safety through its commerce com- 
mittee may result in disclosures which 
will have far-reaching effects. 


There have been hints of a shakeup 


in personnel and organization of the 
bureau of air commerce before, it is 
over. Officials of the bureau, at least, 
are prepared for anything. 


Ever since Senator Bronson Cutting 


of New Mexico plunged to his death 
in a transport plane near Kirksville. 
Mo., last year, air safety has been a 
question of major concern to senators. 
Cutting wns a great favorite among his 
colleagues. His death focused . atten- 
tion on the bureau of air commerce 
mid its efforts to enforce safety regu- 
lations. 


That crash prompted the present in- 


vestigation. A committee of five sen- 
ators headed by Copelartd of New 
York and including .Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, a close personal friend of Cut- 
ting, has been given $10.000 to do the 
job. 


It has been ah open secret in Wash- 


ington for a long time that there is 
dissension in the bureau of air com- 
merce and that sooner or Inter it 
would be forced into the open. 


There were at least five candidates 


for the post of director of the bureau 
when Eugene Vidal was appointed. 
Vidal's selection left several rivals not 
only disappointed but outright resent- 
ful.
